2. ( S/CL-3/N0F0RN) Based on the CG, USAINSCOM decision to 

discontinue INSCOM involvement with psychoenergetics research and 
operations (references a and b), the INSCOM CENTER LANE Project 
( I CLP ) Officer initiated dialogue with DIA officials and the CG , 
USAMRDC, on 20 July 1984 and 1 August 1984, respectively, ( IAW 
references c and d) to transfer appropriate operational and

2. ( S / CL - 2 / N0F0RN ) The proposed solution requires a decision 

by the CG, USAINSCOM as to whether the detailing of INSCOM 
resources to DIA to perform operational functions and support 
R&D activities, as appropriate, satisfies the CG f s intent to 
discontinue all INSCOM involvement with psychoenerge t ic research 
a n d o p e r a t i o n s . 


3. ( S / CL- 2 / N0F0RN ) If the CG does not approve the detailing 

solution and DIA is unable to solve the manning problem, then 
the CG authorization is required to use INSCOM resources to 
continue with training and outstanding contracts scheduled for 
completion by 31 December 1984, That would require ICLP 
personnel involvement and the authorization of approximately 
$55,000 for operating expenses through 1st quarter FY 85.
